Even icon Chuck D chided the supergroup’s supcrweaJth rhymes 
in a rap rebuttal to “OTIS.” The Public Enemy frontman reminds 
’Ye and Jay that Otis Redding— the late, great soul man they 
sampled— was humble. 

Chuck’s advice could be extended to the industry at laigc. 

Materialism has been a part of rap’s core since Run DMC rocked 
Adidas and Diddy introduced shiny suits, but contemporary 
MCs— including the Throne, Drake, Lil Wayne, Rick “Rozay” 

Ross, and Soulja BoyTell’em— are taking it to the next, nauseating 
level. 

Englewood native and lyricist Psalm One said the “obsessive” 
focus eventually will alienate fans sick of champagne-sw^illing, 
model-bedding material. 

“The economy is in ruins, and you only wanna listen to rap- 
pers brag about how much richer they are than you,” she tweeted 
Tuesday 

“It’s insulting almost to have someone you arc supporting kind 
of flossing with your money,” Psalm, who has toured with 50 Cent, 
De la Soul and Royce da 5’9,” said during a follow-up interview with 
me. “Their lyrics let you Hve this fantasy, but there’s another point 
where you feel like, yeah, they’ve traveled the world. This is all they 
have to offer? That they’re rich?” 

As a near lifelong hip-hop music fan, Ed hate to watch my favor- 
ite lyricists floss their way into a rap recession. 

After all, relating to fans’ struggles also is at the core of rap. 

That said, Jay and ’Ye, consider a more economy-appropriate 
encasement for your “Throne” follow-up. Aluminum, rather than 
gold, foil, perhaps? 

“Otis” would be proud.

The owner of the ’West Side hot dog stand 
Felony Franks finally hung a sign from the 
business Thursday but his beef with the 
city isn’t over. 

Jim Andrews had been trying to get the 
city’s permission to install the sign since 
he opened the business— which employs 
ex-convicts and sells items such as the “cell 
mate dog” and “pardon Polish” sausage— 
more than two years ago. But Aid. Robert 
Fioretti (2nd) would not sign off on the 
request, saying the stand’s name glorifies 
crime and harms the reputation of its Near 
West Side neighborhood. 

A City Council committee held a hear- 
ing on the issue in May but a tie vote left 
the matter in limbo. The next day An-

drews filed a federal lawsuit accusing the 
city of denying his free-speech rights. 

The committee voted again on the issue 
in June and recommended approving the 
sign. A few days later, the fiill council ap- 
proved a sign permit. 

The yellow sign was hung above the 
shop at 229 S. Western Ave. on ITiursday 
morning, showing a smiling hot dog wear- 
ing a black-and-white striped shirt stand- 


ing in front of a jail cell. The sign advertises 
“food so good it’s criminal.” 

Tt also proclaims the shop as the “home 
of the misdemeanor weiner,” using that 
spelling for wiener on the sign and its 
menu. 

“Fm really happy with the sign,” An- 
drews said. “Tt came out beautiful.” 

He’s not so happy with the city His law- 
suit seeking $293,000 in damages still is 
pending. 

Fioretti, a defendant in the lawsuit, said 
he supports businesses that hire ex-con- 
victs but that Felony Franks’ name sends 
the wrong message. 

“We’re trying to create a positive image 
for our communities, and when you glorify 
crime, it doesn’t do that,” he said.

Quinn OKs

For the past six years, Alfredo Cuellar Chavez 
ran a neighborhood meat market on the 
South Side, sending money back to his wife 
and four children in Mexico. 

On Thursday morning, Cuellar was carry- 
ing ice into the market near Marquette Av- 
enue and 79th Street when he was killed by 
a stray bullet from a gang fight that ripped 
through the window and hit him in the chest. 

“He came like all of us to make a living, 
move forward and make a better life,” said 
Cuellar’s uncle, Fernando Chavez, who owns 
Margarita’s Meat Market. “He was a very 
good person, very hard worker, very friend- 

ly-” 

Chavez also owns a pizzeria two doors west 
of the meat market. An employee there said 
two teens ran into his shop around 10:30 a.m., 
apparently being chased by people in an SUV 
on 79th Street. 

The teens in the shop were throwing gang 
signs to the people in the SUV, the employee 
said. 

“I told them to get the hell out,” said 
the employee, who didn’t want to be identi- 
fied. The teens ran outside and then into the 
meat market, and those in the SUV opened 
fire. 

Cuellar was returning with bags of ice for 
the chicken cooler when he was struck by the 
stray bullet. 

“He didn’t do anything bad to anyone,” 
Chavez said. “He’d just started working.” 

Cuellar’s family still live in Cuernavaca, 
Mexico, Chavez said. 

He said he and his nephew sometimes 



would gather on Sundays to have dinner and 
play soccer. 

Otherwise, Cuellar was devoted to keep- 
ing in contact with his family in Mexico. He 
was in constant contact on his smartphone, 
e-mailing his family in Mexico, Chavez said. 

Chavez said it’s not the first time people he 
called “gangbangers” have fired shots near his 
business. 

He himself has been shot twice. One bul- 
let still is lodged in his left elbow, and another 
time a bullet deflected off a religious medal- 
lion hanging from his neck and struck him in 
the chin.

No bail for CTA death suspect

A teen accused of shoving a woman down 
the stairs of a CTA station, killing her, ad- 
mitted to police that he had “bumped into 
two ladies” after stealing an iPhone, pros- 
ecutors said Thursday in court. 

Prince Watson, 17, made the admission in 
a videotaped statement, prosecutors said. 
Witnesses from the train and platform also 
identified Watson in a police lineup, they 
said. 

Watson was ordered held without bail in 


the death of Sally Katona-King, 69, a moth- 
er of three who was a deacon at First Lu- 
theran Church of Logan Square and cooked 
for the homeless. 

“You, Mr. Watson, are a dangerous indi- 
vidual,” Judge Adam Bourgeois Jr. told Wat- 
son. 

The teen is accused of pushing Katona- 
King after stealing an iPhone from a com- 
muter at the Fullerton “L’ stop. She died a 
day after the March 28 incident. 

Watson, whose last known address was in 


the 300 block of West Hill Street, is serving 
a four-year sentence in prison for a similar 
robbery that he committed after Katona- 
King’s death, according to court records 
and sources. 

He was arrested May 15 near the Clark/ 
Division Red Line stop after he grabbed an 
iPhone belonging to another woman and 
fled, according to court records. She chased 
the teen, and police caught up with him. 

Watson pleaded guilty in June to robbery 
court records show

Gov Quinn on Thursday signed legis- 
lation authorizing a pilot program un- 
der which commuter buses can use the 
shoulders of Interstate 55 during rush- 
hour congestion. 

The “bus-on-shoulder” program is de- 
signed to reduce travel times through the 
busy I-55 corridor, improve the reliability 
of bus schedules and help the environ- 
ment by encouraging more drivers to use 
mass transit. 

“This innovative transportation pilot 
program will use existing resources to 
benefit both drivers and transit riders,” 
Quinn said in a statement. 

“By easing congesting and improving 
public transportation we can increase 
the quality of life for people throughout 
the region.” 

This fall, IDOT, the RTAand Pace will 
launch a two-year program to allow Pace 
routes 755 and 855, which connect the 
southwest suburbs, downtown Chicago 
and the Illinois Medical District, to op- 
erate on the Stevenson Expressway’s in- 
side shoulders between I-355 and Kedzie 
Avenue during the inbound morning and 
outbound afternoon commuting times. 
The costs are covered by a $1.5 million 
federal grant for projects that improve 
air quality 

Buses already use the regular lanes on 
the Stevenson. 

The expressway shoulders will be 
available only when traffic is slower than 
35 mph. Buses will be restricted to trav- 
eling no more than 15 mph over the top 
traffic speed in the main lanes, never 
greater than 35 mph. 

Riding on the shoulders will be pro- 
hibited if they are being used for snow 
removal, vehicle breakdowns, traffic 
stops or maintenance. After two years, 
the program will be evaluated to measure 
the effects on safety and overall highway 
and transit operations. 

The pilot program is made possible by 
an ongoing project to improve the shoul- 
ders and resurface the Stevenson. The 
project, funded through the state’s capi- 
tal program, includes adding the appro- 
priate signs and lane markings to permit 
buses in the shoulders.

Charla Nash, 57, who was photographed 
in her hospital bed at Brigham and Wom- 
en’s Hospital in Boston, appears dramati- 
cally different with a new nose, lips and 
facial skin. 

“I will now be able to do things I once 
took for granted,” Nash said in a state- 
ment. 

“I will be able to smell. I will be able to 
eat normally I will no longer be disfigured. 
I will have lips and will speak clearly once 
again. I will be able to kiss and hug loved 
ones.”

Nash was hurt after a friend’s 200 -pound 
pet chimpanzee went on a rampage two 
years ago. 

She lost her hands, lips, nose and eyes, 
leaving her blind and disfigured after the 


attack. The animal eventually was shot and 
killed by police. 

After undergoing a grueling 20 -hour 
full face transplant at the hospital in May 
Nash in the photo now has a fair, almost 
blushing, complexion. 

Prior to the surgery, Nash often was 
photographed wearing a veil to hide her 
disfigurement. 

Nash’s full face transplant was the third 
surgery of its kind performed in the U.S., 
all at the same hospital. 

An anonymous female donor provided 
face, hands and other tissue material that 
made the surgery possible. The hand trans- 
plant was deemed successful but the hands 
did not thrive after complications from 
pneumonia and were removed.

DENNIS ON THE LOCKOUT 

Dennis Rodman left the Bulls for the Lakers and 
played 23 games of the shortened 50-game season 
when the 1998-99 lockout finally ended. The class 
of 2011 Hall of Famer expects worse this time. “It’s 
going to be a lot worse. There probably won’t be a 
season,” Rodman said. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass. When Dennis Rodman returned 
to the United Center on May i8 to present the honor- 
ary game ball before Game 2 of the Eastern Confer- 
ence finals, he lauded Tom Thibodeau, Joakim Noah 
and Derrick Rose and predicted a Bulls series victory 
over the Heat. 

On Thursday at the Naismith Basketball Hall of 
Fame, Rodman changed his tune, saving his strongest 
criticism for Carlos Boozer. 

“Derrick can’t win by himself,” Rodman said. “That 
series was a bad situation with Tom Thibodeau. He 
should’ve done something about Rose and the other 
guys. Boozer should’ve stepped up big time. Noah 
should’ve stepped up a lot. 

“Derrick Rose is like Michael Jordan when he first 
came in the league. I le’s shooting the ball 25-30 times 
a game and trying to carry a team. It doesn’t work that 
way” 

Rodman also singled out Thibodeau sitting Boozer 


and Noah for fourth-quarter stretches of a series the 
Heat won in five games. 

Boozer just finished the first year of a $75 milHon 
contract. Noah signed a $60 million extension before 
last season. 

“When you pay someone $125 million and you’re 
not on the floor, that’s a problem,” Rodman said. 
“Boozer is a great guy. I love Boozer. I love Noah. 

“But if you’re getting paid that much money and 
you’re sitting on the bench at the end of games, that 
is a big problem.”

How many people do you think see you 
as an action star, both before seeing 
“30 Minutes or Less” and after? 

Zero and zero. {Laughs.} 

Why? 

Well, you know, if I was in “The Trans- 
porter” or “Crank” or something, I 
wouldn’t be the main guy I’d be the guy 
that comes in and goes, “Look out!” or 
says something witty to Jason Statham. 
But what’s cool about this movie is ... 
the idea of it being two regular guys 
that have to rob a bank. ...

If you felt like death was chasing

There’s a screw on that balance beam! — and wait anxiously for these poor folks 
to gruesomely meet their maker with maximum splatter. It’s one thing for horror 
movies to confront fear; it’s another to crassly manifest it in all situations, which 
makes the violence in “Final Destination 5” feel unpleasantly paranoid yet inevi- 
table. Personally I’d like to be able to cut my nails without worrying that they’ll 
burst into flames, matt pais is the redeye movie critic.

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Dark side of the city

Filmmakers Steve James and Alex Kotlowitz 
are two of the most renowned storytellers 
of modern Chicago. James is the director of 
the critically acclaimed and iconic documen- 
tary “Hoop Dreams” while Kotlowitz is the 
author of the best-selling book “There Are 
No Children Here: The Story of Two Boys 
Growing Up in the Other America.” The two 
have now collaborated on the documentary 
“The Interrupters,” which chronicles a year 
in the lives of three members of Cease Fire, a 
violence prevention organization in Chicago. 
RedEye spoke with the two about their film 
and the dark side of the city they love. 

What are the origins of “The Interrupters”? 
Steve James: It started with Alex and his 
article. ... I said I think this would be a great 
subject for a documentary ... I know the 
issue of violence has haunted him. Certainly 
it has for me too because of “Hoop Dreams.” 
Both {the film’s subjects] William {Gates} 
and Arthur Agee had brothers and family 
murdered in the years after that film. 

Alex Kotlowitz: I’ve been grappling with this 
issue for a long time. I’ve been trying to find 
ways to write about it in various forms, and 


I’d heard of Cease Fire. ... I came away really 
impressed, as I think anybody would. 

Did you feel any sense of optimism after 
finishing the film? 

SJ: I don’t think we expected much hope or 
optimism at all when we began. We thought 
we’d make a very sobering portrait of a city 
grappling with the issue of violence. I think 
that was one of the surprises, though, and 
I hope {the film] is not falsely optimistic or 
strained in its inspiration. It’s just something 
we generally felt after spending a year with 
the interrupters and seeing the impact they 
can have on a personal level. 

In the film, you profile three interrupters. 

Did you come away with an appreciation of 
their fearlessness? 

AK: There’s no question that there’s a fearless 
quality, but I think for me it was the savvy 
and wisdom and empathy they all displayed. 
Each of them has this particular resume that 
gets you respect in these neighborhoods, but 
it also allows them to empathize. And they 
do it without passing judgment. 

The film specifically stays away from offer- 
ing statistical context. Is urban violence in 


Chicago worse now than it was in the 1980s 
or the ’90s? 

SJ: We didn’t want to give you a history les- 
son. In Chicago, violent crime and murders 
have declined by half since the ’90s. But 
in the most troubled neighborhoods that 
decline has not been felt nearly as much. 

Even though the overall numbers are better, 
in the communities we’re focusing on, it 
doesn’t feel any different. Rightly or wrongly 
we didn’t want to do a film that was about the 
statistics of crime as much as we wanted to 
put you in the neighborhoods. 

The violence in the film has its roots in 
complex issues. Do you think viewers could 
come away from the film despairing about 
these seemingly intractable issues? 

AK: There is this debate that goes on: Do you 
just target the violence directly or address 
these social ills? And it seems very impor- 
tant to do both. In the film, you see how 
important jobs are in giving people a sense 
of dignity, but we’ve been grappling with 
these issues for a long time: a lack of work, 
a lack of affordable housing, a lack of a good 
education. I hope the film is not a reason to 
despair, and that it shows how a little can go 
a long way

Everyone in Chi- 
cago should know 
that the startling 
number of youths 
killed every year 
is one of the city’s biggest problems. (See 
RedEye’s homicide map for more infor- 
mation.) To show a different side of what’s 
being done to save lives, director Steve 
James (“Hoop Dreams”) spends one year 
with a violence prevention organization 
as it works to calm tempers in neighbor- 
hoods such as Englewood and Roseland. 
The verdict: “The Interrupters” heart- 
breakingly captures what can happen in 
turbulent communities without interven- 
tion— and what a difference is made when 
someone such as Cobe Williams settles 
the anger of people like the Oliver broth- 
ers, whose gang-driven animosity for each 
other results in their mom moving where 
they can’t find her. James leans too heavily 
on anecdotes; any complete discussion of 
this violence needs to address more infor- 
mation/data and questions about where 
education, police involvement and job 
development fall in all this. Yet the stories 
and footage are stunners.

Goat 
cheese fundido, duck tamales and cornbread-stuffed quail glazed with honey and 
habanero remix southwestern flavors with modern flair. The drink menu seduces 
not just with tequilas for sipping and signature margari- 
tas, but classics such as the manhattan and aviation with 
tequila swapped in for good measure.

On West Chicago Avenue, a storefront fast- food spot 
recently opened featuring cooks manning a live grill 
right in front of the restaurant. It’s another taqueria, 
right? 

Surprisingly no. Nestled into a stretch of Chicago 
Avenue more known for burritos and bars, Yuzti Sushi 
& Robata Grill serves up a kind of fast food not very 
common around these parts: deliciously simple grilled 
skewers cooked over a coal-fired grill. At only a few 
bucks apiece, diners can create a varied and fulfilling 
meal for under $io. I especially love the juicy slightly 
caramelized pork shoulder ($1.50 per skewer) and the 
tender beef short rib ($2), as well as the shiitake with 
ponzu sauce for a vegetarian option ($1.50). 

Yuzu also serves up fun and creative sushi options 
and traditional Japanese starters, such as thick discs 
of tempura-battered sweet potato ($4) and tuna poke 
($7), a mix of melt-in-your-mouth raw tuna, sesame, 
scallion and avocado. 

Always the case with Japanese food, the ques- 



tion of what booze to pair with a broad spectrum 
of meat, raw and cooked fish, and umami-laden 
veggies is complicated. Sake and beer would be 
obvious— and successful — choices. For wine lovers. 
I’d typically recommend a white with sushi, even 
tempura, to avoid the salt-tannin conundrum that 
makes red wine difficult with fish and soy; but the 
grilled meats call for red fruit flavors. The best 
solution, then, is a punchy dry rose, preferably 
something syrah or merlot-bascd and not too light. 
The 2010 Chateau Haut-Sarthes Bergerac rose (Sio

Dillon Francis 

One of Mad Decent’s 
rising stars, this L.A. 
DJ is like a junior version 
of Diplo, skipping across 
genres of dance music to 
find a sound that is of the 
moment. Right now, that 
sound goes by the funny 
name of moombahton, 
which consists of Dutch 
house music slowed down 
to draw out dance hall and 
reggaeton rhythms. It’s 
music that feels designed 
for dancing under the 
sun, so the circumstances 
for checking it out really 
couldn’t be any better. 


Kito 

A rare female pres- 
ence in the dude-domi- 
nated world of dubstep, 
Aussie producer Kito has 
a pop-friendly style that 
skews a little disco.
